the like arts they contribute as much tothe encouragement of Diſſenters as .

fame honeſt and ingenious: Authors, ) are the werieſt Chaurch-Moles 
who by their blind Principles and undermining Pradiices contribute little 


leſs to the increaſe and intereſt of Nonconformity, and conſequently to the 
danger and diſhonour of the Church, then the epen Enemy whether Popiſh 
or Peeviſh. © 
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'By theſe Felloirs and their wicked arfs, many hundreds of Pa- 
riſh Churches in Exglaud are turn'd into Conventicles, whoſe 
Service and Afﬀemblics Jook no more like the-Church of England 
than the Cantons of Swiſſer/ond ; Theſe are Traytors within us 
ready to betray ns-into the Enemies hand, and we know that.in a 
Siege one Enemy within the Walls is worth a Regiment without, 
Theſe are no more the Miniſters of our Church of Exglard in ſtrict 
acceptation, than a half fac*r Groat is a Sixpence, though among 
Fools, when Knaves have the tendering of it, it ſometimes paſles 
for one.

or Tranſgreſſion. They are wile enough to argue and urge on their 
own behalf, Why may not we nowand then avſent our ſelves from 
the Church, as well as our Miniſter not do his Daty there ? Since 
he is oblig*d to the one as much or more than we to the other. And 
thus we have in ſome Pariſhes, Ignoramus Wardens and Conſtables 
as well as Iznoramus Jurors. Thele Fellows they are a ſort of Pro- 
teſtants at large, now and then they will come to Church for fa- 
ſhion, or to ſave their Bacon ; They hold the Foundation, you 
ſay, why then ſhould they be wounded, nay as much as complained 
of for leſs matters, for mean Superſtructures ? This kind of foft 
Doctrines - has made ſo many Diſlenters from the Body of the 
Church, but no where more (I think) than in your Pariſh, and 
I look upon it as the puniſhment of your unfaithfulneſs to the 
Church, and your ſolemn Engagements to her when you enter'd 
1nto- 
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into. her, Service, You teach, That if the Foundation be held 
they may be. at their own choice for the Circumſtances of time and 
Place for Divine Worſhip, theſe are mean Superſtructures not at, 
all 'regardable, and accordingly have your.

choice ahddiſcretion? Bot the things intheir own nature unneceſſary 
only, or inexpedient, not finful, once Coinmanded by Authority, 
by your favour you are then bound to obey, and therefore you 
ſhould not have ſaid (may) but muſt in that cale, 

Theſe things indifferently in their own nature, which Ariforle 
calls i {»», things in the middle, between things Commanded and 
thinzs Prohibited by God, but themſelves neither Commanded nor 
Prohibired by him, theſe are the Sphere of the Mapiſtrates Power 
and Acting; tie other are utterly nnalterable and indiſpentible by 
any Authority but that of God himſelf; but theſe - afrzeces, 
theſe things indifferent, though the Magiſtrate cannot change the 
nature of them, yet he candetermine the uſe of them : And there- 
fore (Sir ) under favour again, 'we muſt not think all things in- 
different which are fo in their own nature; what was ſo'before, be- 
ing Commanded, ceaſes to be indifferent, the Powers' we muſt 
obey having bormd us, which to refiſt would ſhew us bad Subjz{ts, 
and no good Chriſtians, SubjeRion is a poſitive Injunction, do 
therefore your Duty and diſputenotthe Magiſtrates Commands , 
| If it be not a Sin to do, it'will befo certainly to difobey, and 
even in things difputable : ?ris better ſure to commit an unknown 
Sin, than to ſin agamſt a known Law. 'Wedo notgive God whar 
is Gods unleſs Czſar :or the King have his due, the obligation of 
' whoſe Mandates is laid upon'odar Confciences by a'Superior Law, 
the Law of God requiring our Obedience tothePowersof his Or- 
dinationand Appointment. 

But you'go on and fay, But for the Church to Command Obedience, 
- Blind Obedience, "meerly pro imperio, is to ſ:t her ſelf in the place of 
God. Now hold Sir, I pray Sir where is the Churchſoimperious, 
wherein does ſhe wanton it in her Commands as you pretend ſhe 
does ? Will you caſt Dirt now in your Mothers Face to make forne 
of your new Friends ſport ? 'She has indeed eijoyPd us a'few 
Circumſtantials in her Worſhip for decency and diſtin*tion, prove 
thatany of *emarefinful, 'and no dotbt but they will tHe removed. 

Our Church 'has not uſurped npon Gods place, but ſhe is tither 
own, and that by Chriſts Authority and Appointment, who as a 
moſt wiſe Legiſlator and Founder of the Society of -his —_ 

1as 
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has inveſted her with power ſufficient to preſerve her ſelf withe- 
'to make Laws for her own ſafety, and the orderly Government 
6f her Members; Her Charter 1s the largeſt that ever was given 
to any mortal Corporation, John 20, 21. As my Father hath ſent 
'me, even ſo ſend T you ;, here's Authority enongh , our Saviour 
gives his Apoſtles here the ſame power over the Church, that he 
had himſelf received from his Father; neither was this power to 
live only as long as' they lived, and to dye with them; no, for 
ſays Chriſt, Mat. the laſt Chap. Verſe the laſt, ſpeaking unto his 
Apoſtles after he had given them Commiſion: for the Office of 
their Apoſtleſhip, (viz. Go teach all Nations, baptizing them in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, teaching 
them to obſerve all things whatſoever I have commanded ya. He adds, 
And Lo, I am with you alway; that is, Them and their Succeſ(- 
ſors, the Church and her Governours, even to the end of the 
world. Now the general Rule that Chriſt has given for Church- 
Government is, that we ſhould hear, that is, obey the Church, that 
is, the Church Repreſentative, ( viz. ) her Governours, And the 
Apoſtles Rule to the Church is, Let all things be done decently, and 
ia order ;. and this general Rule, ſure the Church has power to 
draw forth into as many particular ones, \(not- derogating from 
the general Rule,) as ſhe from time to time ſhall ſee cauſe aud oc- 
caſion for io doing. Now then what Member of this Church ( if 
the things enjoyn*d be not apparently ſinful ) can diſpute his obe- 
dience to her Laws, and be innocent ? for in that caſe only, if ſhe 
abuſes her liberty, goes beyond her Charter, and is then therefore 
not to be obeyed. But alas !-all that can be ſaid againſt any of her 
Ceremonies by her enjoyn'd, is ſufficiently anſwered already, and 
particularly by the incomparable Hooker in- his Eccleſiaſtical Polity. 
And truly ſince that God made both our Bodies and Souls, and re- 

deemed them again, when by Sin we had forfeited them ; I know 

no reaſon why we ſhou}d not ſerve God, as well with our Bodies 

3s with our Sonls, and that they appear to bear a-part with our 

Souls in our Religious Devotions. 

| Surelt is the Apoſtle requires it Rom. 12. 1, That we preſ-nt our

He that bids us Lift up. our Hearts, -that is, our AﬀeRions to God

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in the Heay?ns, bids us lif; up our Hands teo, and to worſhip and 
fall down, and kneel before the Lord our Maker; Why then 
ſhould we not kneel at the Lords Supper, to teſtify the humility 
and gratitude of our Souls, and our utter unworthineſs of ſo great 
a bleſling ? and *tis undeniably affirmed, that one Fobs of A4laſco, a 
Pole, a bufie medler like your ſelf was the firſt that would have 
brought Sitting at that Sacrament into-uſe here in Exgland, in 
imitation.of the Arrian Hereticks of his Countrey, who. ( you 
know ) did it in denialof our Saviours Divinity, which one would 


think were enoughto create an abhorrence of that poſture of the 


receiving of that Holy Ordinance, 
In like manner, why ſhould not the Miniſters in time of their

ſon that is Baptized, ſhould be aſhamed to profeſs the Faith of 
Chriſt cracify?d, as the Gnoſticks did, who taught, That a Man 
might.deny Chriſt in time of perſecution andextream danger ? 


When our Adverſaries rail at. fignificant Ceremonies, I know 
not what they would be at; All ſolemn Aftions, Civitand Sacred 
haye ſome Ceremoniesattending them, and they are ſignificant too; 


nor did: they take the Covenaat wichout a Ceremony ſignificant, 


witneſs the lifting up. of their hands, which did ſufficiently ſignify 
that they did coaſent unto. it, and acknowleged by that fign, that 
they were concluded under the obligation of that Covenant, only 
that Ceremony of theirs was not like ours in one chief reſpect, that 
is, without Sin. So that our Ceremonies are innocent things, in- 
tended only for decency, and greater ſolemnity in the Service of 


Almighty.God ; in which we ought to conſiderour diſtance, and- 


to doas becomes us: Familiarity is good amongſt fellows, but Re- 
verence becomes our Deyotion, *©** What a wonder then is it to 
<« behold ſome Chriſtians To. clowniſh and uncivil, and withal, ſo 
« captious, that thoſe who are not as ſaucy and capricious as them- 
*< ſelves, mult forſeoth be accounted Superſticious? Though a Cere-- 
« mony in it ſelf be nothing in compariſon, no part of the Ser- 
& vice, yet itſerves. ta. ſet out the Service, . and being deſignd: -

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« for decency, *tis ſtrange it ſhould jive diſtaſte to any; for my 
<« part I delight to ſee the Spouſe of Chrilt ia a neat, yet not 
& wanton dreſs, as one that would pleaſe her Husband, no other 
& Lovers: 1 conſels that gawdy and lightattare 13 a ſignof a light 
« Houſewife; yet may the Church be comely. Is none but a Hatlot 
&« hand{ome? 


Once more to your ( you#may ) and then fare it well for this time : 
You may, that is, you may, atter the Command, be as you were 
before, thats, atliberty, either to doit, or not to do its fo that 
in your judgment, the Com and coming upon the things indiffe- 
rent, lays no new obligation; you may ( ſay you) and therefore 
according to your principle, you may chaſe ifit be ye your pleaſure. 
Here by this one poſition of yours, you have wreſted all Power 
out of the Magiſtrates hands, This one Paragraph has, I know 
not how many Legionsof Nonconformiſts in the belly of it, and 
has adirect tendency to greater miſchief, than all your unneceſfary 
and inexpedient ſcribbles will ever be able to make ſatisfaction for. 
Can thexe be a ranker paſlage ſcarce in all Hebs*s Hylexiſme, as ye 
call it, than tis of yours is ? *tis but ſaying, the matter of the 
Command. is either unneceſlary or inexpediefit, and every man is 
left to be judge of this, andthen Menare abſolutely and entirely 
at their own choice, whether they will obey of not, either for 
peace ſake, or for fear of wrath. Now upon ſuch Principles as 
theſe, what will become of our Government, and- what ſtead wilt 
our Governours ſtand usin? 1 am afraid little will be done by theſe 
Men. for peace ſake;' the fear of wrath perhaps may do ſomething 
towards keeping them in -ſubj-Ction , and I truſt therefore the 
Magiſtrate. will not beat the Sword in vain. But together with 
our Authors disjuaction, either for Peace fake, or for fear of pprath, 
he has not one word of obeying for Conſcience ſake, Alas! thzt 
would have blaſted thawhole kindneſs of his Book to the Seftaries,

- Then for your ( fear of wrath ) or undergoing the penalty of 
thoſe Laws of the Land they willnot obey, do your People, your 
Martyrs, an I preſume they are theſe you point at ) do they, I 
fay, indeed think that this their ſafferings of the penalty, zoties 
quoties for their Omiſſions or Commiſſions, acquits %em, and ſets 
*em ſtraight both with God and Men, in ix foro Pali, &* in fore S9li : 
I know they generally rant as if it did, but they are wretchedly 
miſtaken, for the end of the Law is Obedience, atua! Obedience, 
1; the Law be good, that 1s, Circa Licits & boneſta, ( viz.) things 
not ſinful. ( Grant this, that the matter of it is not ſinful , che 
Magiſtrates Santtion, the ſtamp he gives1t does the'reſt, make the 
Law good and obligatory, who is the Miniſter of-God to us for 
good ) we mult ipſo fafo do what we are Commanded, otherwiſe 
we are ſinners againſt God and our own Conſciences 3 that God 
who Commands us to be ſubject, not only for Wrath, but alſo 
for Conſcience ſake, as our bounden Duty ; and then the puniſh- 
ments that are inflicted upon thoſe that do not the Commaiid, ſa- 
tisfies not the Law, anſwers not the intention of the Law-giver, 
diſcharges not the Conſcience, but is done only ix terrorem, that 
ſuch Men may be afraid ( as you fay ) for fear of wrath, or puniſh-

The Subſtance of what you have delivered concerning Mar- 
tyrdom, as alſo what you ſay of Prayer, pag. 37. is recommended 
to us by better Authority than yours, and therefore I would raiſe 
no Queſtion about them : but methinks you have lefrit at ſhort, for. 
beſides a good Cauſe, and a good Intention, there ſhould be alſo 
a fit occaſion neceſſitating the Suffering, to compleat a Martyr, 
otherwiſe a Man may be the Martyr of his own folly. Our Sa- 
viour Commands, you know, if you be perſecuted in one City, fly 
into another, he made his eſcape ſometimes himſelf, becaule his 
hour was not yet come, and fo did ſome of his beſt Servants, of 
whom we may ſay with the Father, Non negabant Chriftum fugiendo, 
ſed ides fugiebant ne negarent, Now a Man in danger, though for 
the Trnth, he may provide for his own ſafety, both by withdraw- 
ing his Perſon, and by concealing his Judgment in ſome caſes ; You 
ſhould have ſhew*d your Candidate for Martyrdom, this, and in 
what Caſes, and how far he mightdoit, but probably the Doctrine 
of Martyrdom was not the chief deſign of your Book, but to throw 
Dirt upon the Church, and her Rulers, as a vile Pack of Un- 
chriſtian Perſecutors. 

_ Page qr. The third Grace you ſay exercis'd in Sufferings, is 
[ love to the Church. ] I would to God, from the bottom of my 
heart you had had more for it, for your own Credit ſake, How can 
you without horrour and confuſion remember how wantonly you 
kick at that Church, who as a moſt indulgent Mother, has plen- 
tifully maintained you, and all this now after ſo many years expe- 
rience of her kindneſs? How can any Man for ſhame crawl up to 
her Alears to devour her ſweet Morſels, that is even aſhamed of 
her Service, or like a Viper, well warn'd in her Boſom, mortally 
ſting her ? How would you like of a Child or a Servant that 
ſnould thus ſerve you, that under your Roof and Maintenance ſhould 
ſerve the intereſt of your deadly Enemy ?

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Yet all this miſchief you would bring upon her, you veil under 
the faireſt Pretences, which is an aggravation of your Malice, 
What a duſt you raiſe about Popery, which (at this time eſpe- 
cially) 1s for no good end, unleſs preparing the Movile ſor Re- 
bellion be one. The Sons of the Church are no more, not ſo much 
perhaps, for Popery as you are, they are for the Church of Exg- 
lid (as now by Law Eſtabliſht ) which Keeps the mean between 
Popery and Anarchy, which if you and ſome others, EjuſJem ſur« 
Faris, could but once unhinge, you open a wider paſſage for Po-. 
peries entrance than the Sword of an Hundred thouſand Papiſts. 
could make,. The Papiſts by complaining that we are gone too far 
from them, and the Sectaries by crying out upon us that we are 
too near thoſe of Rome, do joyntly give our Church an honourable 
Teſtimony, and prove that we are in the middle, and that they 
are the Extreams z what moderation then would you have from 
ns, unleſs a leaving of the mean, to warp towards cither of the 
Extreams be Moderation ? 

Truly I would wonder you or any Man that is ſo much bent a- 
eainſt Popery, ſhould be for Presbytery, which ſets up a Pope and 
Cardinals in each Pariſh; and to me *tis hard to ſay, whether that 
old Gentleman of the Triple Crown and' his Confeſſors which 
ride aſtride Mens Conſciences, you obſerve, or the Presbyter Sir. 
Fob#'s and their Lay-Elders, which pry and ſearch into the very 
receſſes and ſecrets of Mens minds and thoughts, and puniſh for a 
took, be the greater plague. Yet I truſt both of *em are far 
enough from doing us any hurt. 

What an endleſs ſtir you make about the Drunkenneſs and De- 
bauchery of the Cavaliers, that is, the Royal Party ? He that 
pleads for Drunkenneſs, may the D. of Clarence*s fate be his Fee, 
" who, you know, was drowned in a But of Malmſey; and that Man 
who will ſtand up todefend Uncleanneſs, may he alſo wear the re- 
peated Marks of the ſhews in his very Face ; but then (Sir) it 
mult be remembred that we ere all of us Men of like paſſions, and 
liable therefore to like infirmities. And thoſe Men who arrogate 
to themſelves the name of the Sober Party, have, I am confident, 
as many Debauchees on their ſide, or more, than we haven ours, 
Thoſe of the Tory Party, ( as-you call them they are a free, 
debonier , chearful ſort of People, Men of ſerene Minds, and 
therefore what they do, they do it in the face of the Sun, and when 
the temptation to immoderate Cups has ſo far prevaiPdasto _ 
hem 
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them Sin againſt God, they take no great care many tumesto hide 
themſelves from the Eye of the World, this, I confeſs is their 
great folly, and ſome aggravation of their Sin. But the other 
( Experrus Loquor) do the fame.thing, and as frequently, but then 
they do it more lecretly and cunningly, Carips pmnlent & Bacchanalia 
vivunt, Tell it not in Gath, declare it 108 in the Streets of Askelon, 
is the great Maxim in their Politicks. Theſe are your Men of the 
World, wiſer in their Generation than the Children of Light. 
They have indeed a form of Godlineſs, which perhaps is the only 
form they are for, but not more (I think of the power of it, than 
the moſt wretched Tory among us. They wait forour haltings, 
and proclaim it when ever they diſcover any, but we ( whenany 
of them either ſtumbles or falls) have more charity for them, as 
knowing that we our ſelves are liable to the like Temptations. 

If theſe Men do any thing that's any whit good, their end in't 
commonly is to be ſeen and applauded of Men, but if any thing of 
evil, their only care is not tobe ſeen of them. And accordingly our 
Saviours ſaying, They that are drank, are drunk the night, 1s the 
rule of many of them, who can ſcarce ſleep till they are well 
Drencht. Who are there that hold ſo many Clubs, Cabals, and 
Meetings as they do ? Whither no ſuſpeRed Perſon muſt be ad- 
mitted, and I fancy they kngw one another at firſt ſight, though 
they never ſaw one another before, as free Maſons do, by ſome 
private ſign peculiar to. them to know one another by, and then 
when they are a knot of *%em together, without all peradventure 
their Diſcourſes in ſuch Conclaves are very good and edifying, as 
how to undermine the Prelacy, the Prerogatives of the Church, 
and the Monarchy of Englayd., - -

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The Land (God knows) abounds with all manner of Impiety, 
( God of his goodneſs mend ys, and he merciful to us} and theſe 
Men tor all their mealy Mouths, (Vulpina rem ſimplicitate guber- 
#axt ) far all their vapour fo the-contrary , contribute as much, 
yea, peradventure more to tlat common inundation of Wicked. 
nets, that threatens the Nation with deſtruction, than any ſort of 
Men, the Dammee Sonsof the Church ( as you call them ) not ex- 
cepted, And is there not a vaſt difference ( as one ſays) between 
a Sheep that falls now and then in the Dirt, and rifes and ſhakes 
her ſelf, and is more careful. for the fature, and a Swine that wal- 
lows im.it with delight, thought he do at never {much out of fight ? 
is there. not a' wide: difference —_—_— one that Sins of RN, 
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and one that Sins of Malicious Wickedneſs, the former that is in 
all other reſpeCts upright and honeſt wii) for his frailties be pityd 
and pray*d for, but the Hypocrite that plays the Devil in S amue!”s 
Mantle, that has the Voice of Facob but the Hands of E/2x, that 
rails againſt other Mens Exceſſes, even then when himſelf is Drunk, 
that will Cheat you moſt deliberately and deyourly, that ſtrains at a 
Gnat and ſwallows a- Camel, that Tithes Mint and Cnmmin, is 
curious about little Matters, but touches not Righteouſneis and 
Judgment, the weighty things of the Law, with rhe leaſt: of his 
Fingers, that abhors Idols, but never ſtuck to commit Sacriledge, 
he (as fuch) is purſued with the hate of God and all good Men. 

In tke next place, ( Sir, ) Why do you inveigh againit the Sins 
of Drunkenneſs and Uncleanneſs ſo much, and take no notice of 
other Sins as provoking as theſe, ( viz.) Pride, Envy, that -x-5 
G51, as the Apoſtle calls it, Lying, Detrattion, Anger, Revenge, 
buſie medling with others Matters, Dilobedience to Parents, the 
Civil particularly, &c, Theſe you mention not at all, though the 
more Spiritual, and therefore the more dangerous. But thoſe other 
indeed are more obvious to vulgar obſervation, and 'tis the Popu= 
lace you would oblige, and get your ſelf the name of a great Sin- 
killer, and therefore theſe Agags mult be brought forth and hew?d 
in pieces before them by our great Same! upor. all occaſions, which 
every Man of any ſenſe ( though now and then he may have a ſlip 
himſelf ) cannot chuſe but condemn ; but thoſe Sins which lie 
deeper, and are more out of the reach of their Cognizance, and 
which ( ſome of em) have Speciem Virtutis, and which therefore 
the Sober- Party muſt needs be- notoriouſly concern'd in, theſe for 


that very reaſon probably are not at.all ſpoken to; the former in- 


deed debaſe-a Man for that-time intothe ftate of a Beaſt, the later, 
as Lying, Malice, DetraCting, &c. exalt him to the PerfeCtions of 
the Devil. And very, probably the great Quarrel they have to 
this Sin of Drunkenneſs above other Sins, is this, becauſe i Vino 
»eritas, Men in thoſe Circumſtances ſpeak dangerous Truths many 
times, and are not therefore fit for Plot and Intreague, and con- 
fequently not for their purpoſe, though for their hearts they can- 
not, even the beſt of them, forbear the good Creature fometimes, 
and todrink with a Hxzza, or to Horace's ( Obe, ) but this in them 
only is no Sin, for to the Pure allthings are pure, but damnable, 
yea utterly irremiſſible in an Unconverted Tory ; and *tis ob- 


feryed, that a Seryant or Retainer to any of theſe Men, if he =_ 
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but keep himſelf ſtanch in this one particular, he ſhall eaſily obtain 
a diſpenſation for any other fault he commits. 

This Swiniſh Sin of Drunkenneſs is {o odious in its own nature, 
that the old Romans and L acedemonians did, and the Turks, they 
ſay, at this day, do make their Slaves Drunk, and ſo preſent them 
before their Children on purpoſe, not to create in them a liking, 
but a loathing and abhorrence of the Sin, and he truly, that ſees 
a Man, orrather a Beaſt in Human ſhape, lye wallowing in his Vo- 
mit, and does not thereupon reſolve againſt Drunkenneſs, will not 
probably be wronght upon or perſwaded by all you. can write or 
{ay to leave it, You may, yea, you ought to Preach againſt ir, 
and to write too when you have occaſion, but I pray, let other Sins, 
which ruine Men inſenſibly, feel the edge of your diſpleaſure alſo, 
and particularly that bitter Zeal I mentioned before ; Zeal, as our 
Biſhop of Oxford ſpeaks, leavened with Pride and Singularity, than 
which there is nothing more miſchievous, as the Hiſtories of all 
Ages, yea, this of our own will ſufficiently evidence; this kind of 
Zeal is errant Senſuality, and is by the Apoſtle reckoned among 
the Sins of the Fleſh as well as thoſe of the Tavern or Brothcl- 
honſe, yet this very Sin with many ſeems to uſurp the encloſure of 
Godlineſs; you ought therefore to undeceive the Multitude in this 
matter, ſhewing them that they oughe not to be zealouſly affected 
ſave in good matters agreeable to the Laws of God and the 
Land. 

It was in a lit of blind Zeal that Sax! (afterwards St. Paul ) 
perſecut2d the Church of Chriſt ; and in alike fit it was that thoſe 
Fews weread of in the Ads, ſwore that they would neithereat nor 
drink till tney had killed that Bleſſed Apoſtle, and with the ſame 
kind of Frantick Zeal the Papiits and the. Fauaticks hotly purſue the 
deſtructio:i of the preſent Eſtabliſhment. 

You tell the World ( Str) our Church is impure, has ſome fin- 
ful or inexpedieit mixtaresin its Worſhip, and thus you are fallen 
upon the old Mormo of Reformation, Popery and:Reformation 
were the words that did che Fattions Buſineſs for %m formerly, 
when almoſt every Mechanick was taught to cry againſt the one, 
and for the other, though they underſtood nothing of either, ( Ng 
Sowgelder did blow his Horn, to geld a Cat, bat cried, Reform ) ſays 
the excellent Mr. Batler, And fine Reformers thoſe Men prov?d, 
who deſtroy*d Mens Rights todefend their Liberties, and reform'd - 
Mens Manners by taking away thcir Lives, . And will you now a 

- | Magn 
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Man of your-Authority with the Rable, will you, I ſay, by ſack 
untoward Hints, ſuch wretched Suggeſtions as thele, prepare the 
Multitude for Mutiny, and Tumults tor War and Deſolation ? 

We know, ( Sir) and we have by woful Experience felt it, and 
we have a great Prelats Authority for it, Biſhop Saxders by name, 
That this word Reformation is but the uſual Vizard wherewith 
Men of inſatiable Avarice or Ambition diſzuiſe their baſe and un- 
worthy Intentions, that the uglineis thereof appear not to Vulgar 
Eyes ; beſides, it is a difficult thing in the bulinels of Reforma» 


tion to keep the mean, to [tay at the right point; as for inſtance, 


in deteſtation of the Herelie of Neforizs, who taught, That there 
were two Perſons in Chriſt, becauſe he knew there were two Na- 


 tures.3 Entiches went ſo far as to confound the Naturesin Chriſt, 


becauſe he knew there was but one Perſon ; and becauſe that the 
Papilts by the multitude and pompouſieſs of their Ceremonieshave 


.taken away much of the vigour of Gods publick Worſhip, our 


Modern Cathbari, the Puritans in oppoſition to them, and to reiorm 
that Errour, by ſtripping it of all Ceremonies, would leave it fo 
bare, that beſides the unſeemlineſs of the thing, it would go nigh 
ſtarving for want of convenient Cloathing. 

Thirdly, It is worthy our Conlideration that there may be ſuch 


Error in the choice of the means to accompliſh {uch intentions of 


Reforming, as may vitiate the whole work and render it blame- 
worthy. And Laſtly, It not being in all the Wit and Forecaſt of 


-Man to foreſee all the inconveniencies that may enſue upon ſuch a 


change of Laws and Cuſtoms, and finceallo it may ſo fall out, that 
the Reformation intended for the remedying of ſome few or ſmall 
Abuſes, may open the Gap to let in other more pernicious Abules 
and Inconveniencies than the former ; Therefore upon theſe Con- 
ſiderations, it were in my ſlender Judgment, great Chriitian Pru- 
dence not to be zealous for a Change, for Innovating, but rather 


:to be quiet and peaceable, and fo make our Moderatton known 


unto all Men, as the Apoſtle Exhorts. | 
What pleaſure can any good Man take in reproaching the 


Clergy with their Immorality, as you do, and not only fo, but 
.that they are Countenancers of Profaneneſs in others ; If here I 


ſhould tell you plainly, that this 4s no .lels a falſe than malicious 
Calumny., how will you be able to defend .yaur 1clf, or make good 


. your Charge againſt them ? But, admit ſome.of them were looſe 


Livers, what will you infer thence? our Saviour had Twelve 
Diſciples 
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Diſciples of his own chooſing, and yet one of 'em was a Devil; 
what wonder then were it, if among ſo many Thouſarids of the 


Clergy, there ſhould be here and there a Vitious Perſon ; but 


what's this to the Body of em, any more than Fxda's Treaſon 
was chargable upon the other Eleven? Many of them inobedience 
to their Duty, preach againſt Nonconformity, and your Saints 
making Schiſm in the Church, and this with you is Profaneneſs in 
the Clergy, and a perſecuting the People of God, 


It was a Saying of Conſtantine the Great , That if be ſaw a- 


Con offend, be would bide him uuder his Cloak, but you will

Nifeſt to all Men, Sir, You know very well, That the Brother- 
hood have no kindneſs for the Conforming Clergy, and now that 


im our of his Covert, and make his ſhame ( if guilty ) ma-- 


you are a going, inall appearances, over to thoſe, you would make : 
this your opprobrious Charge againſt theſe, one ſtep towards the. 


others great fayour 3. but I truſt the more diſcreet of ?em will 


never entertain, never, at leaſt, repoſe any Confidence in ſo per--- 
fidious a Renegado. If you know any ſuch Profaniſts of the - 


Clergy, it would be more becomming both to you and your Office 
privately to admoniſh them, than publickly thus toexpoſe them ; 
and whilſt you thus rove in an indefinite Charge againſt the Clergy, 
you interpretatively accuſe the whole Body of *em; Nay your 
Malice is ſuch, that it contains-not it ſelf aboveground, it reaches 


to. the very dead, ( witneſs your ſevere Sentence againſt the late - 


Kings Friends and Followers) and therefore ſure 15 near a kin to 


the bottomleſs Pit ; but who but you would Vulture-like delight - 


thus to prey upon Carkaſles. 
And noi ( Sir) it comes into-my head, are not,theFift and Ninth' 


Commandements part of the Moral Law, as well as any of the 


other Eight ?

or greater Immorality and Profaneneſs, than any you can make 
out againſt any of the-Conforming Clergy. 1: will grant that 
ſome of our Clergy are faulty, yet thoie very faults they allow 


not themſelves in, they are Sins of infirmity or of ſaddain fur- - 


reption or ſurprize, and which they condemn in their Dottrines. 
Snch Men indeed as theſe in that holy FunCtion are as Spots and 
Stains upon the Spouſes Garments ; but ſuch 'Men as you who 
hight her with her own Bounty and Treaſure, that proclaim your 


avowed Diſobedience to her Laws, that Judas like, dip your Fingers - 
in . 
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in her Diſh, and yet betray her, you that eat of her Bread and 
yet. lift up the Heel againſt her, you are a plague upon her vitals, 
and the greateſt ſcandal to that Profeſſion. What Man was there 
ever, though never ſo innocent or excellent, who if he was Ar- 
raign'd at the Bar of his Mortal Enemy could be acquitted ? Chriſt 
hinſelf was pronounc't a Blaſphemer when a Caiaphas was to 
examine him ; You have already in a manner, cal!?d our Church 
Belzebub; and in the abundan-e of your blind Zeal declar'd her 

little lefs than Schiſmatical, and no wonder 1r her Miniſters meet 
with proportionable dealing from yon. (Sir ) I would have you 
to remember, that a poyſoned Reaſon, an infected Judgment 
like yours, is Chriſts greateſt Enemy ; You have the Leproſie. in 
the Head, and by the Law you are utterly Unclean. And affu- 
redly (Sir) it were more pardonable in you to go to be Drunk 
every night, than to intoxicate ſo many weak Heads with your 
whimſical Doctrines, which naturally tend to the Witchcraft of 
Rebellion and the ruine of Souls ; by the former you would hurt 
only one, that is your ſelf, but by the other you intentionally 
undo all, and eventually and effeCtually in all probability no {mal 
number ; and (Sir) I declare it as my opnion, That whether you 
deſerve the Honour of Martyrdom, or be prepared for it or not, 
that this Book of yours that Treats of it, deſerves to be burnt. 

But you have wrote other Books of Tranſcendent worth. 

Sir, you had been a Man of excellent uſe in the Mileſian State, 
where thoſe were amply rewarded who deviſed any new Laws 
for the publick Good, in which you are mighty prolifick. What 
an excellent deſign was that of your Stipulation, which I heard
